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One first class Judicial Magistrate was in charge of 
the court at Panposh in the year 1958, just after the 
establishment of the City. Later including the jail, the office 
of the 1st Class Judicial Magistrate was shifted from Panposh 
to Uditnagar. In course of time, it was developed to a Sub- 
Divisional Judicial Court. 


At present the Additional Dist. Judge, the Sub-Judge, 
the Additional Chief Judicial Magistrate (CJM), the Sub- 
Divisional Judicial Magistrate (SDJM),& four Magistrates 
have been posted for the smooth functioning of the Judicial 
System of Raurkela . 


FAMILY COURT 


The 2nd Family Court in Orissa is established at 
Raurkela. It is looking after the family grievances and other 
such issues of seven districts viz. Sundargarh, Sambalpur, 
Balangir, Jharsuguda. Deogarh, Kendujhar and Kalahandi. 
One Special Judge is in charge of this Family Court. It is 
situated in the premises of the Office of the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate, Uditnagar. 


CONSUMER FORUM 


Consisting of one Judge and two other non-judicial 
members,the full-fledged Consumers' Forum has been set 
up at Sectors of the Steel City. Matters relating to consumer 
protection and other similar problems are being decided here 
free of cost. 


Besides this, a group of Notary Magistrates at Raurkela 
are looking after the proper execution of different legal 
documents like affidavits, deeds, attestations and other 
related matters, but a own Court building has not yet been 
constructed in Raurkela. 
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As Raurkela is an Industrial City, there is every 
possibility of unexpected happenings inside the Plant like 
physical injuries, minor and major, and even !eading to loss 
of life and property . So the Raurkela Steel Plant authorities 
have given special attention to the Industrial Safety 
measures. All the workers and employees are provided 
with safety equipments like mask, helmets, gloves and safety 
shoes free of cost. They are given training on the safety 
measures and hold special workshops and demonstration 
classes to create awareness on the subject. There is a 
training centre in the Plant premises and one Safety Officer 
is in charge of the centre. He trains the workers in order to 
get rid of accidents occuring due to electric sheet circuits, 
leakage of poisionous gas and teaches them about the 
precautionary measures to be taken whit& working with giant 
machines and other equipments. 


Besides this, one Industrial Museum and Industrial 
Safety Centre has been established in Sector - 5 to give 
preliminary training to outsiders and temporary workers 
before assigning them jobs in the Plant. 


Different Models of the Main machines and their 
functioning systems have been beautifully exhibited in the 
Industrial Museum and Safety Centre. On every Saturday 
and Sunday informations on the Steel Plant and Industrial 
Safety measures are imparted to the trainees, visitors and 
general public. There is also’ a Safety Officer to supervise 
the work.For strict implementation of Safety measures in 
the plant,one Industrial Supervisor has been appointed at 
Raurkela by the Government. Further departmental Safety 
Committees have been constituted in each department to 
enforce proper safety measures strictly. 


A full time one year course in Industnial safety is being 

conducted at Asian workers Development Institute, Bastia 

' Bhavan, Raurkela, Sector - 6 under affiliation from Orissa 

State Council of Technical Education. it is the only course 
of its kind in the State of Orissa and recognised by Govt. 
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INDUSTRIALISATION IN RAURKELA 


Raurkela came into prominence in 1954-55 when the 
construction work began in large seate for setting up of the 
Steel Plant . With the completion of the ‘1st phase of 
construction the authorities set their eyes on the production 
side. And as the production started, alongwith production a 
cluster of ancillary industries kept on growing in and around 
Raurkela. 


These small and medium scale industries can be broadly 
divided {nto five categories :- 


Units supplying some processed raw materials for 

steel plant. © 

2. Units for supplying machines and machinery parts. 

3. Units manufacturing products out of steel! iron and 
scraps . 

4. Units utilising and recycling various plant wastes in 
producing useful products. 

5. Units producing various essentia! steps for day to 

day need of loca! people. 


The RSP and the subsidiary units are interdependant. 
The primary raw materials for the Steel Plant i.e. Iron ore, 
Lime stones and coal are procured both from Govt. owned 
bodies and from private enterprises. Coal India Ltd. supplies 
coal, the primary fuel, that keeps the plant running. The mines 
in and around Raurkela supply good quality iron ore which 
keeps the production process alive. 


The slag that comes out as an waste in the process of 
iron making is reprocessed to prepare a type of cement 
called siag cement. Keeping in view the large amount of 
slag coming out from the plant every day, a good number of 
mini cement plants have been set up in nearby places. All 
these plant are owned by private enterpreneurs. 
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The other ancillary units manufacture iron rods, 
brackets and building materials out of the steel made in 
RSP or from the scrap disposed by the RSP. 


Coke is prepared from raw coal by its carbonisation in 
the coke oven unit of RSP. In this process, by-products 
like pitch, wash oil, furnace coal, phenol, althracine, benzol, 
nepthalene and toluene etc. are produced. These are rightly 
called the coal chemicals as coal forms the chief raw 
materials. The useful products prepared from these 
chemicals are - rubber, paints and drugs from phenol and 
napthalene etc.. But the irony is that although RSP is the 
source of these primary chemicals, the useful products are 
prepared in the factories of Bombay, Baroda and other cities. 


With all these subsidiaries and the steel plant, 
Raurkela's participation in the industrial renaissance of 
India and its contribution to the nation's economy are 
remarkable and praise worthy.

With installment of Steel Plant at Raurkela, the process of 
modernisation started. The authority took active part for 
the upliftment of Games and Sports in Raurkela. They have 
constructed play grounds in different sectors and have 
constructed Ispat Stadium and recently a Hockey Stadium 
which has been named after Biju Pattanaik. Both the stadia 
are at Sector - 6. As there are ample scope and facilities 
national level games and sports are organised here. 


The players and sports persons of Raurkela have 
achieved excellence in State and National level! games and 
sports. The RSP organises various Training Camps and 
Tournaments for the athelets. It also sends its team to various 
Competitions organised in different parts of the country. The 
hockey team of RSP , in recent past, has shown its skill and -- 
talents in All India Hockey Competitions organised at 
Tikangarh of Madhya Pradesh.

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RAURKELA " 
A HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 


The picturesque of the modern twin cities of 
Raurkela and Fertilizer Township as well as their 
developed peripheral areas not only make people 
betwiching but also wonder them to know that most 
of the areas were once surrounded by dense 
forests. 


According to the census report of 1991 the population 
of Rourkela is 3, 98, 864. But the number of 
population as per the census record of 1921 was only 
382. The then railway .station of Rourkela was within 
the revenue village of Mahulpali. There was a very 
small village towards the south east corner of 
Mahulpali within a distance of about two kilometres 
called Raurkela or Rourkela. The literary meaning of 
'Rourkela' according to the language of 'sadri' is your 
home. It is also learnt that a tribal community called 
'Raulia’ had been living at the village since time 
immemorial. They were experts in tantrick. According 
to their ancestral occupation the village was known 
as Rourkela. The present name of Rourkela is the 
outcome of the ancient tribal! village of Raulkela. 


The B.N.R.. Company (Bengal-Nagpur Railway 
Company) constructed the Howrah Nagpur railways 
which ran through Raurkela and some merchants 
started settling at Raurkela with business motives, 
around the village Raurkela and the railway station 
was named after the village Raurkela. The erstwhile 
revenue village of Raulkela is now popularly known 
as old Raurkela. 
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he habitated area around the railway station Oo 
Raurkela was declared as an urban town in the year 
1931. The census report of 1931 reveals that the 
number of population was 493. By the time a primary 
scrool, an office of the forester, a sub-post office, 
sore tea stalls, resturants, some shops of liquor 
anc opium were there around the station area. 
Gredually a train line was connected to Biramitrapur 
and Raurkela could avail a status of a junction and 
the number of railway employees also started 
increasing. 


Theie was another station at the village Panposh 
which is about 10 Kilometres away from Raurkela. 
The population of Panposh by 1931 was 2,252 
almost five times than that of Raurkela. 


There was a village called Durgapur in between 


Raurkela and Panposh stations. The construction 
of tiie sub-divisional court building was started in 
1945 at the village Durgapur, the present Uditnagar. 
As a result, the two railway stations of Panposh and 
Rauriela got famous. I 


India got her independence. Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the first Prime Minister of India wanted to 
make India an industrialised state. Iron and steel 
was the basic requirements of the people at the 
dawn of the independence. The then leaders wanted 
to set up a steel plant to make India self-dependent 
in iron And steel. A feasible spot for steel plant was 
searched in different states like West Bengal, Bihar, 
Orissa and Madhya Pradesh. Finally the leaders of 
the nation selected Raurkela for a steel plant. It was 
consicered as the best place for steel plant in spite 
of being a hilly area and surrounded by dense forest 
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Survey for the steel plant at Raurkela was started 
in 1952 and the Govt. of Orissa issued a gazette 
notification on 16th February 1954. In accordance 
with the notification the Govt. of Orissa acquired 
an area of about 80 square miles around Raurkela 
for the purpose of Stee! Plant. 


A Germany private undertakings called Krups and 
Dimag Co. came forward to provide financial and 
technical help for the proposed steel plant at 
Raurkela. The technical experts of the company 
advised the Govt. of India as well as the Govt. of 
Orissa for acquiring more amount of land and 
attempt was made to fulfil their suggestions. As a 
result a further area of 32 square kilometres was 
acquired out of thirty one revenue villages. Almost 
13,000 people comprising 2,424 families had to 
loose their dwelling sides. Later further 11,000 acres 
of land was acquired out of thirty one revenue 
villages for the construction of Mandira Dam. Still 
further land was acquired for the purpose of 
constructing railway lines to Hatia and Barsuan. 
Construction of Bondomunda Railway junction 
required further acquisition of land as a matter of 
fact further 20,000 people had to leave their 
homestead land. 


Raurkela Steel Plant, Fertilizer Plant, Fertilizer 
Township, Steel Township and different sectors 
were constructed on the areas So acquired by the 
Govt. of Orissa. A Marshalling Yard and a railway 
junction were established at Bondomunda over the 
land acquired by the Govt. 


The people who lost their home stead land and 
ative places were resettled in resettlement 
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ocalities like Jalda, Jhirpani and Bondomunda. The 
Govt: land beyond the river Koel was distributed 
among the people who lost their land for the purpose 
of steel plant. Thousands of technical personnels 
frଁom West Germany came to Raurkela to extend 
their technical assistance. Different companies all 
over the country with contractors and labourers 
flocked to Raurkela and were engaged in 
constructing the steel plant. Consequently there 
arose a rush of workers and business community. 


The number of population according to the 1981 
census was 3,22,510. By the turn of 1991, the 
number of population rose to 3,98,864. Such is the 
history of modern city of Raurkela.

AN EXECUTIVE CENTRE 
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The Govt. of India under the ablest leadership of 
the then Prime Minister Pt. Jawaharlal Nehru, 
decided to set up large Steel Plants by the Govt. 
itself after the general election of 1952. Raurkela 
and its adjacent areas are rich in iron ores, 
manganese, dolamite and lime stones, the basic 
materials for production of iron and steel. 
Considering Rourkela to be the best place for a 
steel plant, the survey work was completed in the 
year 1954. The infrastructural work of the plant 
was accomplished in between 1955 and 1960. 
Almost thirty two villages were alineated and the 
people of the villages were resettled. The 
Republic of Germany extended technical know 
how for the construction of“ the steel plant and 
the plant was considered a joint venture of the 
Govts. of Indian and Germany. The initial 
production limit of one million tones steel per 
annum was raised to 1.8 million tones in the 
subsequent years. The internationally reputed 
firms like the Krups, Dimag, G.H.H. Sag, 
Scholomen, Cemens and Voist Eipine etc. 
supplied different machines and machinery parts

to the plant at the beginning stage. The Rourkela 
Steel Plant took the part of leadership in the 
process of steel production under L.D. 
techniques. It could also established itself as one 
of the premier industries of the world under the - 
System of basic oxygen converter.

The modernisation of Rourkela steel plant was 
begun in the month of August 1988 with a view 
o producing qualitative materiais and 
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establishing its importance in the world market. 
The process of modernisation entailed an 
expenditure outlay of rupees 4500 crores. Some 
nine main packages including some ancilliary 
packages were executed at the first phase. This 
phase revamped the process of supply of raw 
materials, new oxygen plant, improved 
techniques in blast furnaces, selling of dolomite 
plant, Cast house slag glandular plant, supply of 
raw materials two number of Sintering plant and 
coal handling plants etc. 


Similarly with the implementation of .some 
sophisticated systems in the second phase of 
modernisation Raurkela Steel Plant could get 
the status squo of a modern industrial unit in the 
world. 


The materials being produced from the Steel 
Plant are steel in gots, iron sheets, ultra thin: 
plates, electric steel plates, cold rolled coils, hot 
rolled coils, tin plates and different kinds of pipes 
etc. The byprodructs of the plant are fertilizer 
"Sona", bitumen and benjol etc.

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THE CULTURAL HERITAGE 
OF RAURKELA 


The modern Steel City Raurkela was born 
“between 1955 and 1960s. It grew to its modern 
stature in a few decades. Even now the process 
of modernisation is continuing. At one time the 
ignoble Raurkela Railway Station was cut-off from 
the rest of the world. In 1931 census Raurkela 
had been termed Nazool area. Only very few 
outsiders: had settled near Raurkela Railway 
Station for business .purpose. Some timber 
merchants from Bengal timber company had 
settled in Raghunath pali. Most of them were Hindi 
speaking people. 


The local tribal people were very poor. Brahmins 
and Kshyatriyas including people of 36 castes 
used to live along with the tribal people! The 1936 
settlement records reveal that there were 60% 
Hindus, 22% tribals, 7.8% Christians and 1% 
Muslims among the inhabitants of Gangpur State. 
Christian Missionary from Bihar came to Gangpur, 
converted them to Christians and taught them in 
Hindi. They constructed Missions and Churches. 
They educated the Tribals. So the Culture of 
Raurkela became a mixed culture. Though the 
tribals were converted to Christianity they did not 
forget their tradition. The innocent tribals were 
hard working and pain-staking. They were 
addicted to tobacco and country liquor. The men 
. and women use to dance to the tune of the Madal. 
utual help and mutual cooperation were the 
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characteristic features of their character. As they 

did not know the method of cultivation they 
depended solely on the forest for their lilving. 
Some of them worked in the mines. Some of them 
worked as agricultural labourers. 


Dhanu Yatra, Karama Puja, Indra Yatra, Sarana. 
Puja, Nabarna, Gobardhan Puja, Sarul Puja 
celebrated in different months of the year were 
the main festivals of the tribals.They used 
ornaments and necklaces made of Brace and 
silver. 


The Muslims observe Id and Bakri-id. There are 
two mosques in Raurkaia and Panposh. The 
Christians observe Christmas in Hamirpur and 
Purnapani. 


The Hindus observe the car festival, Jagar Yatra 
and others. The Siva ratri of Vedvyas and the 
Car festival of Ahirabandh are the important 
festivals and main attraction of Raurkela. It is 
needless to say that the local people observe 
these festivals in collaboration with the officers 
and Traders and lived in peace and harmony with 
the people of other communities. As many as 
2465 families belonging to 32 villages were 
removed from their ancestral home and earth at 
the time of acquisition of land for construction of 
the R.S.P. 


Outsiders came to Raurkela and dominated over 
the local people during the time of construction. 
Engineers and skilled workers from Germany 
came to Raurkela. Thus a new society comprising 
of many races, languages, castes and colour and 
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faith was created. Raurkela became a cosmo- 
politan city. 


Naturally, therefore the festiva.s and cerémonies 
of all religions and Birthdays and anniversaries 
of all prophets are celebrated in Raurkela. The 
different social organisation perform their 
traditional and cultural programmes. The loca! 
tribal people also presented the Kharia dance, 
Jhamura and Kisan dance to make the cultural 
life of Raurkela sweet and sonorous. 


The displaced people were deprived of 
engagements and other benefits as expected by 
them but the steel plant marched ahead on the 
path of progress and prosperity. The result was 
the growth of indiscipline and tendency to 
Sabotage. 


All kinds of discords relating to language, race, 
religion and profession raised their heads. This 
resulted in a sort of chaos in Raurkela. The then 
chief minister of Orissa interfered and ordered 
SAIL authorities to engage the local people in the 
factory. 


The employees who lived in the quartres 
depended on their neighbours, irrespective of 
caste, creed, colour and language and this system 

‘worked well yet. In 1964 there was a communal 
riot. However people have not forgotten the evils 
of the riot. Now they are living in perfect mutual 
understanding & cooperation. It is really, unique 
in the History of any Industrial City of India. 
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RAURKELA 
A BIRD'S EYE VIEW 


Bengal-Bihar-Orissa came under a single state 
during the British regime. The erst-while feudal 
state of Gangpur was kept under the jurisdiction 
of the Commissioner, Chhotanagpur. As a result 
Hindi was accepted as the state language. Bihar 
and Orissa were separated from Bengal in the 
year 1905 and Oriya was again recognised.as 
the Official language of the state of Gangpur. 
Most of the people of the estate belonged to 
scheduled tribes and were using their own 
dialects of Sadri, Mundari and Oram. 


The place where the present city of Rourkela has 
grown was 2nce under the jurisdiction of Nagra 
estate. But in the later period the feudal king of 
Gangpur got it as a token of dowry. As a result 
the area left neglected as a jamindary region. 
This region was considered as sanctuary by the 
Christian missionaries living around Ranchi in the 
state of Bihar. They converted the simple tribal 
people of this locality very easily into’ Christians 
and taught in through Hindi. 


Orissa got the status of an independent state in 
the year 1936. India got her independence in 
1947.There was a rapid progress all over the. 
country. But education and modern civilisation 
could not get their momentum in this area of 
erstwhile feudal estate for so many years as it 
was surrounded by‘ dense forest as well as hills. 
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Before Rourkela Steel Plant was commissioned, 
there was one primary school in each village of 
Rourkela, Tarkera, Panposh and Tumkela 
whereas there was a mission managed high 
school at Hamirpur. It is a testimony that the Govt. 
of Orissa also made an unpardonable neglect to 
this locality in the field of education and health. 


THe most important and sacred spot of pilgrimage 
ever known as Vedvyas is within the area of the 
feudal erstwhile state of Gangpur. This holy spot 
is the meeting place of three rivers called 
Shankha, Koel! and Saraswati. River Brahmani . 
starts from this spot. The sub-divisional 
headquarters of Nagra estate was established in 
1945 on the bank of river Brahmani at Panposh. 
What so ever it may be the significance of 
Vedvyas and its famous fair of Jagar celebrated 
on Shiv Chaturdasi was well known by the people 
of the adjacent states of the district of 
Sundargarh. There was no improved.roads to 
Rourkela for travel and communication except the 
south eastern railway route connecting Howrah 
and Bombay. The then Rourkela was so motto cut 
off from outside world. The vast area on the banks 
of river Brahmani and Koel was left neglected due 
to upassable forest Zones. The mountain range 
of Durgapur spread parallel to the two rivers 
Brahmani and Koel. The B.S.L. Co. started its 
production and export of lime stones from 
Biramitrapur and there was a connection of 
railway route from Biramitrapur to Raurkela. 
Consequently the Railway Station of Raurkela 
could get a status squo of a Junction. The two 
minutes halt of the Express trains at Raurkela has 
been extended to 5 to 10 minutes now-a-days 
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he no. of employees for the railway Junction of 
Raurkela did also increase. Now computerised 
system in the ticket counters has also been 
implemented which has brought a remarkable 
importance of the railway Junction for the 
passenngers and the public. 


With the establishment of the giant industrial unit 
of Raurkela Steel Plant, ancilliary industries also 
grew up and made Raurkela an industrialised 
area. The products of Raurkela Steel Plant have 
been exported to different countries of the world. 
Raurkela is situated 22.12 of north latitude and 
84.54‘ of east longitude in the map of India. So 
is the signification of the modern city of Raurkela. 


TOWN SERVICE OF RAURKELA 


The twin city of Raurkela consisting of Raurkela 
main township in front of Raurkela Steel Plant 
and the Fertilizer Township onthe backside of 
the steel plant has been divided -into two 
constituent parts.One part is under the direct 
administrative control of the state Govt. and the 
other one is under the direct supervision of the 
administrative machinery of the authorities of 
Raurkela Steel Plant.. The area under the 
Jurisdiction of the state Govt. is managed by 
Raurkela Municipality and the area, mainly 
consisting of the sectors 18 in number and the 
Fertilizer Township under SAIlL is regulated by 
the Town Administration department of Raurkela 
Steel Plant. 
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he authorities of R.S.P have constructed an 
administrative building at Sector - 2 to look into 
the affairs of town administration or town services. 
A senior Officer in the rank of a D.G.M. is posted 
there. The heads of different departments under 
his control look into different works like 
construction of roads, water supply, education, 
health, sanitation, recreational facilities, games 
and sports, ,environmental protection, 
construction of staff quarters and allotment, 
commercial centres and market-managements 
etc. 


The Office of the town Engineering Department 
under town services (industrial) is located at 
Sector - 5. The work of construction and 
maintenance is the direct look out of this office. 


The Steel township has been grown especially 
with a view to providing residential 
accommodations to the employees of the steel 
plant as well as providing them ancilliary facilities. 
There is a plan of erecting 21 sectors and the 
Fertilizer township out of which 18 sectors 
consisting of sector 1 to 9 and sector 13 to 21 
have already been constructed. Each sector has 
been divided into several blocks and have been 
alloted to the employees. 


The two lanes ring road has touched most of the 
sectors and has encircled the town. In order to 
keep the environment of the city ecologically 
balanced as well as to keep the township green 
there has been a plantation programme of thirty 
two lacs trees in.vast area. Almost ninety six 
housand trees Were planted in the year of 19965

97. With a view to enhancing the beauty of the 
township an artificial lake has been made at 
. Sector - 9. A green park in an area of 85 acres at 
sector - 13 has been created. 


The Town Administration department has 
provided different facilities for the all round 
development of education, culture and civic 
amenities. Different agencies and organisation 
are provided with suitable places and 
accommodations for the promotion of acitvities 
like literacy, cultural and artistics..Each sector has 
been provied with commercial! units and market 
facilities. 


The Town administration department has 
undertaken a lot of developmental works for the 
welfare of the periphery areas. School buildings, 


health centres. pucca roads for communications, 
organisation of tournaments for the promotion of 
games and sports and different schemes for self- 
employment are being provided to the peripheral 
villages. About six crores seventy lakhs of rupees 
has been spent so far for the purposes.

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IMPORTANT TOURIST CENTRES OF ~ 
SUNDARGARH 


Sundargarh District like all other districts of Orissa 
is full of natural beauty and mineral resources. 
As this District is full of Hills and mountains, 
forests and trees, rivers and springs it seems as 
if nature has created a beautiful panoramma. 
Long before the installation of R.S.P. this area 
was calm and quiet but at times the rivers and 
springs seemed to dance to the tune of the song 
and dance of the tribal men and women. The 

_ whole hilly region was resounded. With the 
establishment of the steel plant and several! othe 
allied industries bounced back to activities. As a 
result many modern tourist centres in addition to 
the existing natural tourist centres have sprung 
up. Let me describe some of these centres as 
briefly as | can | 


Vedvyas : 


It is known from the epics that the harmitage of 
sage parasara was situated on the bank of the 
Trine Confluence of Shankh, Koili and 
Saraswati.The sage use to go to the other side 
of the river to worship Lord Siva every day. One 
day He saw the boatman's young daughter. He 
was enraptured by her beauty. He took her as his 
wife. A son named Krishna Dwipayana was born 
to her. Later he was called Vedvyas. Vedvyas was 
the famous author of Mahabharata and eighteen 
other epics. The birth place of Vedvyas has been 
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commemorated as a sacred place of pilgrimage. 
A cave that existed on a hill in the middle of the 
river of Shankh was called the hermitage of Vyas. 
It was also called the Vyasa cave. As a result of 
erosion the cave is now inaccessible. People 
believe that a tunnel connected the cave with a 
river. It was called Vyasa Kund. it lies behind the 
Sankirtana Mandap. The colour of the water of 
Shankh at the confluence is whitish. The water 
of Koili's is’'some what black but that of Saraswati 
is sweet and transparent. The tringular plot of 
land lying between Shankh and Koili is known as 
Yamuna Plateau (Dhipa). 


The original name of Vedvyas was Parasara Munda. 
Now it is burried in oblivion. As this area was 
surrounded by dense forests and inhabitated by wild 
beasts, very few brave devotees could go to the 
confluence to have a holy deep and to worship Lord 
Siva. There was a narrow road to the river. This road 
led to the small hill inside the river. With the 
construction of the bridge in 1972 pilgrims are able to 
go to the river easily. The hill adjacent to the river 
Brahmani is known as "Mahavir hill". The hill lying to 
the east of the river is called the 'Parasara hill’. The 
northern hill and north-eastern hills are called as the 
'Brahmani' and ' Gautami hill' respectively. There is a 
cluster of small hills in Shankh. People believed that 
these are the wounds of Indra who was cursed for his 
evil deeds. The Vyas cave lies in the middle of these 
hills. There was a whirlpool by the side of these hills. 
This whirlpool! with 200 feet in length and 200 feet in 
width used to kill people. The irrigation department 
has brougt the dangerous place under control. The 
depth of the Vyas kund is more than 40 feet and less 
than 50 feet. | 
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here are nine temples between Vyas Kunda and 
Vyas gumpha.They are - Sri Chandrasekhar 
Mandir, Sri Raghunath Mandir, Sri Durga Mandir, 
Sri Hanuman Mandir, Jagannath Mandir, Sri 
Balunkeshwara Mandir, Sri Biswanath Mandir and 
Saraswati Mandir. There also many small temples 
sorrounded by dense forests. For hundred of 
years. Lord Siva was being worshipped here 
under the open sky. Now a beautiful temple has 
been constructed. The Siva Lingam is made of 
soft and precious black stone. But the 
Balunkeswar temple is oldest temple of this area. 


The Saraswati temple is situated on the west- 
coast of river Saraswati. Sri Dwarikanathji has 
constructed this temple recently. The Saraswati 
water poo! was constructed at the source of river 
Saraswati in 1950. The Vedvyas pilgrimage is 
being managed by a the Vedvyas Trust Board. 
Thousand of pilgrimes come to the holy place 
every day to solemnise marriages, celebrate 
thread ceremonies and such other rituals. Every 
year thousands of devotees worship Vyasa dev 
on the Full moon day of Ashad. Every year a fort 
night.long Sivaratri is celebrated. Those who take 
part in the Jagara Yatra can realise the 
importance of the place. Lightening facilities and 
water supply has been extended to Vedvyas- and 
the adjacent tourist resorts. It is only at a distance 
of 9 K.M. from Raurkela Railway Station and 5- 
K.M. from Panposh. There is heavy rush for 
funeral rities in the confluence of the rivers. There 
are also facilities for such funeral rites. There are 
Vedic Ashrams and Gurukula Ashrams with 
adequate facilities for Sanskrit teachings. The 
Vedvyas square stands on the road from Raurkela 
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to Sambalpur. Turn to the east and walk two 
kilometres you reach the holy Vedvyas situated 
on the bank of river Brahmani. It is a beautiful 
picnic spot. Large number of tourists and 
devotees visit this ancient place of pilgrimage 


Khandadhar is at a distance of 104 K.M. from 
Raurkela. It is one of the highest water falls of 
Orissa. The beauty of the sparkling cascade of 
water falling from a height of 244 mt. is beyond 
description. 


Mandira Dam : 
The Mandira Dam on the river Shankh is at the 


distance of 32 K.M. from Raurkela. A huge 
reservoir has been 


aonatiieled by tt the = pe authorities of Rainkela 
for Fishizculture. There is boating facilites in the 
reservoir. This reservoir supplies water to- the 
R.S.P in summer. 


Darjing : 


It is at a distance of 23 K.M. from Bonaigarh. It is 
situated on the bank of Brahmani. The river belt | 
and the natural environment sorrounding the river 
are exquisitely beautiful. It is a picnic spot. 
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ha Kothi : 
It is important from the point of view of History 
and Archeology. The pre-historic stone writings 
have not yet been deciphered. There are ancient 
caves in Junagarh. 


Mirig Khoj: 


Situated at distance of 411km. from Raurkela Mirig 
Khoj is yet another waterfall. But it is at a distance 
of 26 kilometres from Lahunipada. If one is 
looking for a picnic spot. Let him go to Mirig Khoja.- 


Tensa :- Tensa that lies at distance of 110 km. 
from Raurkela. is marked for the beauty of the 
distant hills. That attracts the attention of the 
passers by. 


Ahirabandh : 


The Jagannath Temple complex that lies in 
Sector-3 of Raurkela. is known as Ahiraband 
Jagannath Temple. Once upon a time there was 
a village called Ahirabandh. One of the villagers 
use to worship a stone in the middle of the village. 
Just before the constructruction of the Stee! Plant. 
One Narasingha .Rath an officer of the police 
deptt. constructed the Shambhu Vaidyanath 
Temple on this spot and began to worship the 
stone. Later Dr. Srinivasan constructed 
Nabagraha Temple, Sri Jagannathan Hanumaniji 
Temple in the vicinity of Vaidyanath temple. Then 
Sri. S. Samal constructed the Parvati temple. A 
contractor set-up the Dwadesha Sambhu Temple. 

unda Majhi and Kapil Panda carried the Idle 
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of Lord Jagannath Balbhadra and Subhadra from 
Tumkela and placed them in a cottage of 
Ahirabandh. The car festival of Ahirabandh is 
“being celebrated regularly from that year. The 
Steel Plant was established. Sectors were built- 
up but Ahiraband remained as neglected as 
before. However Some righteous people 
constructed the Magnificant Jagannath Temple 
there. 


The local people in immitation of rules of the Puri 
Temple observes thirteen festival, in twelve 
months. Recently a beautiful Aiyappa Temple has 
been constructed in this complex by some south 
Indian Hindu devotees. There is arrangment for 
prasada sevana in the temple complex. In adition 
to this one Sitala devi temple has been installed 
in 1972 by a priest named Mr. Shasibaman Pani. 


Since then this Godesses has been worshipped 
by devotees. 


Hanuman Batika : 


A 75 feet.tall full fledged Hanuman statue 
welcomes the visitors to the steel city of Raurkela. 
The statue never fails to attract the attention of 
any visitors. thas already become a symbol of 
Raurkela. Sri. Laxmana Swami the great 
architect who has made this magnificent image. 
The statue inaugurated by Biju Pattanaik on 
23.2.1994. The Hanuman Vatika Trust Board has 
made a beautiful Temple complex on 13 acres of 
Land. Constructed in the year 1993 this Garden 
has been converted to a holly place of pilgrimage. 
Sri. Dilip Ray is the Chairman of the Board of 
Trust. The Bata Mangala Mandira, Binayaka 
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andira and Manas Parayana Sharala have been 
established to the entrance of the Hanuman 
Vatika. The Dwadasa Siva Linga Mandira, Radha 
Krishna Mandira, Ma' Sarala Mandira, Santoshi 
Ma Mandira, Bruhat Sivalinga Mandira, Ram 
Daravar, Hanumaniji Mandira, Ma. Laxmi Mandira, 
Ma Bimala Mandira, Dakshinkali Mandira, 
Baishnabi Mandira, Nabagraha Mandira, Sri 
Jagannath Mandira and Siva Parvati Mandira 
have rendered the surroundings of the temples 
exquisitly beautiful. 


The Kaila baikuntha, the kitchen, the Kalyan 
Mandap and. the Bhajan Mandap lie close to the 
Jagannath temple. The Gate of the temple is 
beautifully decorated with statues who watch the 
temple. The greenery is the scenery of this 
complex. 


The Jara-srama i.e. the old men's home has been 
constructed just behind the temple. All those who 
visit Raurkela also visit this Garden and see this 
Hanuman statue. Prasad in food packets are 
available here for devotees and Tourists on 
payment. 


Dasaraja Garh : 


The famous Dasarajagarh is situated in Chhend near 
Vedvyas. The fort does not exist only the ruins are. 
seen. Some people have occupied the land and illegal! 
construction of houses and cow-sheds is being 
noticed. Some ruins of the fort are seen in the 
confluence of Koyal and Shankh where Brahmani has 
sprung. It is believed that the king of Dasaraja was 
grandfather of Vyasadev had made his capital here. 
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Jangha Dev : Bada Dev : 


The Badagoan square is near about 70 (seventy) 
k.m. from Rourkela. An approach road is 
connected from Bargaon to the village Bhoipali 
which at a distance of 2 k.m. Lord Jangha Dev.’ 
is being worshipped there in the village since a 
long time. Jangha Dev has been regarded as the 
perceptible God by the local inhabitants. A 
beautiful temple is constructed in the village. 
Every year in the month of pausa people from 
different parts of the state especially from the 
Gond community come to take part in the festival 
of Bhoipali. 


The lower part of the body i e. from thigh to knee 
of Lord Jagannath of Puri is said to have 
worshipped here in the temple of Jangha Dev. 


It is also believed that the pandavas after 
completing the funeral rites of Lord Krishna 
thrown the remenants i.e. the "Navi Brahma" into 
the Ocean. The forest dwellers during that time 
.collected that lower part of the Lord and started 
worshipping IT. Those people worshipping the 
lower part of the body later identified themselves 
as Gonds. 


During the Mughal invasion the Idol of Lord 
Jangha Deva was brought to the dense forest of 
Sundargarh. Since than the Lord Jangha Deva 
is being worshipped in Bhoipali village. 


Besides, many more myth and stories relating to 
the origin of Lord Jangha Deva is heard to 
supplement the established fact. 
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THE RAURKELA DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY 


This Institution started functioning in 1976 at 
Uditnagar in the name of Raurkela Regional 
Development Agency. Prior to this a special 
planning Officer was incharge of Raurkela 
Regional Development Agency. Since 2nd of 
October 1995, this institution has been working 
as the Raurkela Development Authority. It has 
shouldered the responsibility of providing different 
developmental schemes like establishing housing 
colonies, ensuring residential plots etc. in order 
to beautify the district of Sundargarh. This 
institution has established the Chhend Colony, 
Basanti Nagar Colony in Raurkela and provided 
many more residential quarters and plots in 
Sundargarh. 


The Raurkela Development Authority also goes 
a step ahead in constructing the new bus stand 
at Raurkela and number of market complex and 
shopping complex in different sectors of Raurkela. 
It has also constructed a beautiful marketing 
complex in the Vedvyas chowk. 


Besides adorning the entire district of Sundargarh 
with its multifarious activities this institution also 
provides the means of subsistance to the 
destitutes, distributes lands to the landless poors 
and residential plots to the needy in Sundargarh. 
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THE PUBLIC PARKS IN RAURKELA 


The Indira Gandhi Park : 


The 1.G. Park is one of the important place of 
attraction and a pleasing site for pastime 
amusement. Adjacent to the Ringroad this park 
covers an ares of 42 acres of land in Sec.-4. The 
lush green hedge, an attractive grass meadow 
and the gardens full of varities of seasonal 
flowers are a characteristic feature of this park. 


In addition the monument stands at height of 10 
mts., Fountain garden, japanese garden, Rose 
garden and beautiful picnic spot attract the public 
in large number. There is also a mini train for the 
children. The zoo is also enjoyable. 


The big tower from where one gets a beautiful 
sight of the Steel City is really unforgettable. The 
aquarium is yet another item where the children 
enjoy different species of fish. The Tourists and 
visitors coming to Raurkela use to visit this park. 
It is closed on Friday and all other days it is 
opened from 7 A.M. in the morning till 9 P.M. in 
the evening. The zoo is opened from 8 A.M. in 
the morning till 5 P.M. in the evening. The tickets 
for the Zoo and aquarium costs Rs. 3.50 for 
adults and Rs. 2.00 for children. 
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he Nehru Traffic Park : 


This park is constructed in the yr. 1985 at Sector -19. 
Different models have been exhibited to make the 
public aware of the traffic rules. One gallery has also 
been built for the children.

Green Park : 


The Green park has been developed on the 
bottom of the hill in Sector - 8. Covering an area 
of 225 acres of land with varieties of plants and 
trees, this park projects the picture of a lush 
greenery. Besides, there is also a separate picnic 
spot in the name of picnic park near Sector - 20. 
At present it has been closed. 
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THE RAILWAY RESERVATION CENTRE 


On 28th of October 1997 at Sector 19 the Railway 
reservation centre through satellite is 
inaugurated. The facility of booking tickets in 
advance can be availed from 8 A.M. in the 
morning till 3 P.M. in the evening. This centre 
remains closed on Sunday. The Ph. no. is 
546456. 


THE TRIBALS OF SUNDARGARH 


In addition to the Oram, Kharia, Kisan, Bhuyans, 
Mundas and Binjhia communities, the Bhagat, 
Manhali, Santalas and Banjara types of tribal also 
reside in the District of Sundargarh. The census 
report reveals that forty (40) types of different 
tribes used to reside in Sundargarh. But for 
several reasons many communities have become 
extinct. 


The Oram community coming from Chhotanagpur 
region settles in the Gangpur state. Like wise 
some Orams have migrated from the Singbhum 
district of Bihar and settled down in Bonaigarh 
area. They are found mostly in Rajgangpur, 
Talasare, Bisra, Biramitrapur and Sundargarh 
area. 


The Munda community are predominant in the 
southern and south eastern region of Sundargarh 
district. They reside mostly in Bisra, Keblong, 
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Raiboga, Birmitrapur, Raghunath: pal, 
Rajgangpur, Bargaon and Talsara area. These 
Mundas are again sub-divided into two 
categories. The first one is known as Manhali 
Munda. And the 2nd category is known as simply 
Munda. They use to select their village headmen 
or Pradhan for socio-cultural activities. The 
Pradhan accordingly propitiates their Deity to give 
them enough prey and rich harvest and to ensure 
safety of the community. The headman also 
remains in charge of the overall administration of 
the village and presides over different social 
gatherings. One paraha is elected to look after 
eight to ten villages. The paraha is superior to 
the Pradhan. Any one who is dis-satisfied with 
the decision of the pradhan can carry his 
grievances to the paraha for revision. 


The Khadias are seen in Rajgangpur, Talasara, 
Bisra, Raiboga, Bonai and Gurundia area. They 
too divided into three groups viz. The Pahadia, 
Dheliki and Dudh Kharia. The Pahadia Kharias 
are said to be the oldest among them. They collect 
the forest products like Mahu (Honey) Wax, gum 
and earn their living. 


The Dhediki and the Dudh Kharia live on agriculture. 
They are sociable in nature and maintain a 
harmonious relation with other communities. 
Whereas the Pahadi tribes settle on the hill top and 
mountains and thereby lead a sort of indifferent life. 
The oldest men in the Pahadi community is selected 
as the "Dehuri” or priest and his advice is solicited 
at the time of their sorrows and sufferings, pleasures 
and happiness of the individuals and the crises of 


he community. 
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he Kisan are said to have migrated from the 
Chhotanagpur region and from Madhya’ Pradesh 
and settled down in Sundargarh. They depend 
primarily on agriculture as the means of their 
livelihood. They too celebrate their festivals based 
on agriculture. "Nuakhai” is their most popular 
festival. The village administration is generally run 
by the headman of the village called the Mukhia. 
They also organise the Kisan Mahasabha as and 
“when necessary. 


The Bhuyans constitute the major community of the 
district. They are predominant in Bonai region. They 
are very simple by nature. They love song and Dance. 
The Bhuyans are again divided into four types - viz. 
Pahudia Bhuyan, Khandayat Bhuyan, Rajkuli Bhuyan 
and Praja Bhuyan. The Pahadi community prefers to 
reside on the hill top. Others live on agriculture. 


The Binjhia community is found in the different parts 
of Biramitrapur and Raiboga region. They use 
Jaspuri as the medium of communication. 


The Gonds like other migrants are said to have 
migrated from Boudh. They reside in the Bonai, 
Sundargarh and Rajgangpur region. The headman of 
the village is called Mahapatra or Dandapata. They 
cultivate their land, collect gold dust and catch fish 
from the rivers. Thus they earn their living. Like other 
communities they are also fond of music and dance. 


These tribals of Sundargarh are so simple, innocent 

and gullible that they are often misled and converted 

to other religions. As they are poor and innocent 

they live helplessly in the bewildering forests and 
ills of Sundargarh. 
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MEDICAL FACILITIES IN RAURKELA 


There was a primary health centre near 
Raghunathpali and Panposh prior to the 
establishment of Raurkela Steel Plant. It was 
sufficient enough to meet the medical need of the 
limited number of villagers of Raurkela. Besides, 
one more PHC was there in Bisra at a distance of 
about 15 km. In 1954, soon after the construction 
of Raurkela Steel Plant started, large number of 
people from different parts of the country and 
outside the country came. A number of Engineers, 
skilled technicians, thousands of labourers 
engaged in the construction work. As a result, the 
need for Medical facility increased day by day. A 
few private doctors came to Raurkela and started 
their practices independently. In order to provide 
adequate medical treatment to the people the 
Government along with the SAIL authorities 
established a primary Hospital at sector - 5. Later, 
gradual increase in the population in Raurkela , 
the authorities of SAIL made an attempt to provide 
better medical treatment to its employees and the 
general people. This resulted in the establishment 
of a 750 seated highly modernised Hospital in 
Sector - 19. This is came to be known as the "Ispa 
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General! Hospital". In course of time various deptt. 
opened here with all types of sophisticated 
instruments. The modern methods of treatment 
like scanning, city scanning and Nuclear Medicine 
have been opened in the recent past in Ispat 
General Hospital to provide a better Medical 
service to its people. The family members of the 
Raurkela Steel Plant employees render free 
medical treatment in Ispat General Hospital. 
Besides, the employees of the Govt. of Orissa, 
the Security force, the police and others get 
better medical service through their special cards. 
The general people too get medical service there 
on payment. 


Raurkela occupies the highest position in the field 
of Medical services in recent times in the state. 
Excepting the three Medical Colleges of Orissa, 


there is no such other highly modernised medical 
centre as it is in the Ispat General Hospital. 


The development of different allied industries in 
and around the Stee! City of Raurkela 
accelerated the population growth. As a result 

. with a motive to render better and less expensive 
medical services to public and various Govt. 
Officials, the Govt. of Orissa has established the 
Raurkela Government Hospital. Consisting of 75 
to 100 seats the Raurkela Government Hospital 
is equivalent to any sub-divisional level Hospital. 
It is situated near the S.T.| Chowk, 


There is also the facilities for providing free 
medical services and supply of free medicines in 
the Raurkela Government Hospital. Like all other 
Govt. Hospitals the Raurkela Government 
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Hospital do have some inconveniences relating 
to accommodation. A new 150 séated building is 
going to be opened in the near future. 


On behalf of the Lion's Club an Eye Hospital has 
been opened in the R.G.H. complex. Similarly 
another paediatric centre has been established 
by the Rotary Club in this area. Both these 
medical centres provide free treatment to public. 


The prasanti Mental Nurshing Home, a 
psychotherapeutic centre has sprung up at 
Rautrkela in 1987 with the individual effort of Dr. 
Dhobesh Mishra. Consisting of 22 seats this 
Mental Nurshing Home is first of its kind in Orissa. 
Before the establishment of this centre the 
patients were used to go out side the state for 
their treatment. 


In similar fashion Vesaj Nurshing Home, The Santi 
Memorial Hospital (Gynaecology), The Sudha 
Nurshing Home, The Khosla Nurshing Home and 
other Non-government Clinics also provide 
special and better treatment privately. 


The Naturopathic Centre is situated at Sector - 2 
Qr. No. G/3. People are availing the treatment like 
water-therapy, soil treatment and other facilities 
there. Massages of different kinds are also done 
here. This Institution is being managed by 8 
(eight) officials and other different specialists. 


The REIKY or the Touch therapy is yet another 
japanese process of treatment is there in the power 
House road of Raurkela. The interested persons are 
getting training of this system twice in a week. The 
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Utkalmani Homeopathy Medical College and 
Hospital is also established in Sector - 21 with the 
initiative of the general public. This is managed by 
the Govt. at present. A non-governmental Aurvedic 
College and hospital is also established in the 
Chhend Colony. 


On behalf of the Raurkela Municipality eleven (II) 
Health Centres have been established in and 
around the Steel City of Raurkela. One Hospital 
named The Fertilizer plant Hospital is also there 
in the Fertilizer Township of Raurkela which is 
constituted of 24 bed. The first-aid unit too serve 
the employees during emergency inside the plant. 


The Hospital of the Railway department has been 
opened at Bandomunda. Besides, 150 retired 
Medical practioners and specialist Doctors in 
different disciplines ‘also rendering their services 
in the nook and corner of the city privately. Thus 
the Steel City guarantees a well developed, 
highly modernised and sound system of Medical 
facility to the public. 


The ESI hospital existed in the Industrial belt 
provide special clinical facilities to its employees. 
THE ACU-PUNCTURE TREATMENT : 

Since 1982-83, the acupuncture treatment has 
been functioning in the name of Nayak clinic and 
Acupuncture centre in E/2 Koelnagar Raurkela.

The importance of Raurkela City gradually gained 
ground for its rapid increase in population and 
quick industrialisation. The local administrative 
machinery felt the necessity of maintenance of 
law and order situation of Raurkela city and its 
peripheral areas. As because Raurkela Steel 
Plant is one of the units Steel Authority of India 
Limited (SAIL), an undertaking of Govt. of India, 
the security and maintenance of Raurkela Steel 
Township now declined as industrial area was put 
under the charge of Central Industrial Security 
Force (CISF). But the maintenance of law and 
order situation of the entire city of Raurkela 
including the civil township is the look out of the 
state administration. The Govt. of Orissa have 
fixed up the headquarters of the D.!.G. of Police 
(Northern Range) at Raurkela and have also 
posted an S.P. to look after law and order 
situation of the city. The administrative head at 
Raurkela is A.D.M. Raurkela assisted by other 
Govt. Officials like P.A., I.T.D.A. (Project 
Administrator, Integrated Tribal! Development 
Agency), Sub-Collector, Panposh, S.D.M.O, for 
medical! services, a superintending Engineer for 
the department of GRIDCO, D.l. of Schools, for 
the department of education, Executive Officer, 
Raurkela Municipality and Officers of other 
departments. 


The authorities of R.S.P. have constructed 
residential quarters for its employees known as 
Sector areas which consists of 21 Sectors, but 
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Sectors 10. 11 and 12 are not yet constructed 
though land area for the same has been kept 
reserved. |

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FREEDOM MOVEMENT 


IN SUNDARGARH 


The present district of Sundargarh consists of two 
earstwhile princely states of Gangpur and Banai 
including two Estates of Nagara (Kuarmunda) and 
Hemgir. These earstwhile states were under the 
political agents of the then British rules, while the kings 
and jamidars were enjoying sovereign powers. The 
subjects of the district had no other way than to bear 
the oppressive and tyrannical rules of such rulers. 
However, there was retaliation of such rules from the 
people here and there in the tribal areas. But such 
attempts from the freedom loving and justice- seeking 
persons were drastically checked. The feudal kings 
and jamindars were used to suppress such attempts 
by their continued oppressions on the helpless people. 
So people fighting for freedom had to sacrifice their 
lives facing the guns of the rulers. Though the British 
administration had been terribly severed by the 
freedom fighting attempts of the people it is a matter 
of great regret that such movements of the people of 
the district did not find a place in the history of freedom -{# 
fighting movement of the country. The Amko-Simko 
firing was not considered as an event of the freedom 
fighting movement of the country, considering it as a 
local problem. 


It was a period when Vir Surendra Sai, being escaped 
from the jail of Hazaribag, travelled to Sambalpur 
through Banai and Gangpur estates. The British

government had sent messages to the feudal rulers 
.of the areas to catch hold of Vir Surendra Sai, he 
escaped and such rulers engaged their village 
chowkidars to guard the way of Vir Surendra Sai and 
ordered them to take him captive. But the chowkidars 
neither blocked the journey of Vir Surendra Sai nor 
did they send any message to the British 
administration. It is evident from such an instance that 
the subjects of the feudal estates had strong support 
on the freedom struggle of Vir Surendra Sai. Secondly 
Mitrabhanu Sai, the son of Vir Surendra Sai was the 
son-in-law of the Gangpur king. As a result the feudal 
king of the earst while Gangpur state had indirect 
support for the plans and programmes of Vir Surendra 
Sai. Consequently, Surendra Sai was able to travel 
freely all through his estate. 


It was the time when a similar freedom movement 
started its momentum in the neighbouring region 
by Sri Birsa Munda in the year 1895. A large number 
of people including farmers and labourers attended 
the meeting held at the village Amko-Simko with a 
view to agitating against the abolition of Khuntikata 
Jamindari and imposition of unjust cess. The British 
police opened fire on such a trifling cause where 
some 39 innocence villagers lost their lives on the 
spot, and some 84 persons were injured. The firing 
not only created a panic situation among the people 
of the earstwhile estates but also made them equally 
conscious and courageous. It has not been 
considered as an event of the freedom fighting 
movement of the nation as it was done against the 
feudal kings and the jamindars of the locality, but 
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no doubt it was a severe attack on the misrule and 
injustice of the Britishers. 


The freedom struggle movement initiated by Mahatma 
Gandhi throughout the country did also created a 
sensation among the people of the earstwhile feudal 
estates. Being terribly set back by such a movement, 
the British government sought reports from the feudal 
kings to ascertain the amount of Gandhian impact on 
the areas. Some of the reports revealed that the then 
feudal kings of Gangpur and Banaigarh communicated 
some secret messages to the British rulers. 


Mr. Bhawani Shankar Shekhar Deo, the feudal king of 
Gangpur in the year 1924 conveyed in his secret report 
that, “the Harijan communities of Gangpur were highly 
sensitized by the social reform challenge of Gandhiji. 
Some people of the community took an oath not to 
take meat and liquor so long Gandhiji was imprisoned. 
Such merry making was prohibited among their 
community.” 


In the opinion of the king it was a bold step for a 
reformation. There was no relation between non-co- 
operation movement of Gandhiji and the prohibition of 
meat and liquor by the Harizon community. 


The non-cooperation movement throughout the 
country took such amomentum that the feudal kings 
were seriously a terrified. The name of Gandhiji was a 
sign of fear among them, but the kings of Gangpur 
and Banaigarh were out of fear. They thought that 
Gandhi’s movement had no impact on the people of 
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their princely states. They even did not know that the 
non-cooperation movement of Gandhiji had greatly 
inspired the people of their estates. Some conscious 
young men had already gone out side their estates to 
join the call of Gandhiji. The arrest of Mr. Dwarikanath 
Kusum, a satyagrahi at Nagpur in 1927 is a burning 
example of the participation of the people of Gangpur 
in the non-cooperation movement. 


By the year 1930 the “Labana Satyagrah” had been 
wide spread. A Satrygrahi, named Bala Bhadra Tanti 
of the earst-while Banaigarh had participated in the 
satyagrah carried out at Inchudi. He was also kept 
in home arrest afterwards by the then King of Banai. 
His name and the name of Jagan Tanti were known 
to have been enlisted in the list of those satyagrahis 
who, participated in the ‘Laban Satyagrah’ of 1921. 
They did also take part in the freedom fighting 
movement of the nation. Their involvement in the 
national struggle for freedom inspired the tanti 
community of Banaigarh. A feeling of patriotism was 
aroused among them. As a result, Ghasiram Tanti, 
Chhala Tantii and Kendu Tanti, leaving their home 
estate of Banaigarh joined the non-cooperation 
movement invited by Gandhiji. When the message 
was brought to the notice of the then King of 
Banaigarh, the king took steps to arrest them and 
they we caught hold up at Boudh and were arrested. 
Such were the instances that proved that some of 
the tenants of earstwhile princely states of Gangpur 
and Banaigarh had taken active part in the freedom 
fighting movement of the nation inspite of their 
disadvantageous positions. However, these two 
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estates were not being remarkably influenced by the 
movement started by Gandhiji. 


The revolution of earstwhile states had altogether a 
different shape of the freedom fighting movement. The 
historical struggle carried out by the people of 
earstwhile states lett a glorious hall mark in the freedom 
fighting movement of the country. Sarangadhar-Das, 
an illustrious son of Orissa leaving all his pelf and 
power, started peasants movement of Orissa with a 
view to elevating the miseries of the peasants. There 
had been serious oppressions in different times at 
different places to turn down the movement, but it was 
geared up day by day. It attracted some of the people 
of both the estates of Banaigarh and Gangpur towards 
the efforts of the peasant movement. Amongst them 
Dhananjay Mahanty of Panposh was well known. 
Chiranjilal Sharma, the son of the temple priest of 
Bishra also joined with Dhananjay Mahanty. Both of 
them were strongly supported by Agan Prasad Verma, 
a timber merchant of Jaraikela. Chiranjilal moved 
around to get himself associated with those people of 
the locality who wanted to join the movement. 
Shasibhusan Panigrahi, a man of Kalunga was not 
interested to join the movement first, but later he proved 
himself to be a celebrated leader of peasant 
movement. It was due to their.efforts the message of 
peasant movement was spread among the tenants of 
Panposh, Biramitrapur, Bishra and Raibaga. The 
movement got a momentum with the help of the noted 
leaders like Ganga Sing, Braj Mohan Agrawal, Fate 
Chand, Ram Chandra Agrawal, Baidyanath SSharma, 
Mangatla! Desai and Dwarikanath Pasari.

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By the turn of 1945, the peasant movement took a 
right shape in the form of “Prajamandal Committee” 
in the residence of Natabar Pandey, a homeopath of 
the village Bartankela of Gangpur estate. 


The oppressive measures on the peasants by the 
Govt.. servants of the Britishers was unbearable at 
the on set of second World war. The freedom fighters 
of the areas including Dhananjay Mahanty were 
arrested on the ground of their resistance to such 
suppressions. More and more people gradually joined 
the movement. Some dashing leaders and Gountias 
(village heads) like Madan mohan Amat and Upendra 
Patel gave momentum to the agitation. Some of the 
teachers thronged upon the movement and were 
dismissed from their services. Sarangadhar Das, the 
pioneer of peasant movement travelled all through 
the earstwhile Gangpur estate and inculcated a strong 
will power among the workers. 


Soon after the “Prajamandal Committee” was formed 
in its right earnest, members like Jagadish Patel, 
Lalmani Patel, Natabar Naik, Ugresan Pruseth, Anoop 
Shankar Singh, Chaitanya Seth and Rajendra Naik 
of the Jamindaris areas of Hemgir and Lephripara 
joined the movement with great zeal and carried out 
the struggle to nearby villages. As a result of their 
efforts the peasants of the rural areas also jumped 
into the struggle for freedom. With the joining of the 
leaders of different communities in the Prajamandal, 
the movement turned into peoples’ movement in the 
earstwhile estates. “Krushak” a newspaper edited by 
the freedom fighter Surendranath Dwibedi kept the 
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movement highly effective. This gentleman being 
domiciled in the area of the earstwhile states inspired 
the people for the movement. 


By the time Bhajan Mahant of the village Bhogara near 
the waterfall of Khandadhar had decided from his 
childhood to join the freedom struggle movement. He 
jumped into the peasant movement as an effective 
member and was ready for self sacrifice in the freedom 
movement. Being shocked at the daring involvement 
of Mr. Mahant in the struggle, the British government 
took secret steps to kill him by gun point in conspiracy. 
However, Mr. Mahant could know the malafide 
intension of the British Govt.. and he skilfully escaped 
in disguise of a disciple of the trisuldhari babaji (saint) 
Dayanidhi Das. He travelled from Banai to Cuttack. 
Bhaktabandhu Das, the elder brother of Dayanidhi Das 
was also one of the effective leaders of the freedom 
fighting movement in the earstwhile estates. At the 
same time Pabitra Mohan Pradhan, a veteran leader 
being escaped from Talcher, was staying at Cuttack in 
disguise of Ram Chandra Das. Both Bhajan Mahant 
and Pabitra Mohan Pradhan met together there. 


Bhajan Mahant disguised himself again as a saint and 
returned to Banaigarh with a view to taking leadership 
further. He kept the fire of agitation alive with the advice 
of Surendranath Dwivedi and Bharat Mahant. 


India got independence, but the feudal administration 
was still continued in the earstwhile estates. 
Consequently the unrest among the people of such 
estates sensitized the whole country. 
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Sardar Ballav Bhai Patel, the then Deputy Prime 
Minister could manage to get the “agreement of 
earstwhile estates” signed by the feudal rulers on 14th 
December 1947. The feudal king of Banai, returned 
to Puri after signing the agreement/document. 
Sarangadhar Das and Malati Choudhury got the 
signatures of the workers of the prajamandal obtained 
in the document and the feudal rule of Banai ended 
thereafter. The national flag started unfolding with the 
declaration of the victory of the Prajamandal. 


It is a fact that the peasants of Sundargarh had not 
directly participated in the freedom movement but the 
agitation among the people of the earstwhile estates 
started the British administration indirectly. As a fact 
the role of the people of the earstwhile feudal estates 
of Sundargarh district in the freedom fighting 
movement is to be accepted whole heartedly.

KESHARI GARH 
{In oblivion) 


Jabaghat is situated to the east of Jhirpani 
Colony, which is in the outskirt of Raurkela City. 
Jamsara village is located between Jhirpani and 
Jabaghat. A small stream namely Jamsara Nala 
is to be crossed before reaching the village. 
Presently, a causway has been constructed on 
this nala. One can see a high mound to the jeft; 
soon after crossing Jamsara Nala. This mound 
is covered with greenery by treees like Kusum, 
Tamarind, Mahua ,Silk cotton, Banian, Bamboo 
and Wood apple. Smooth stones, baked bricks 
containing rice husk are seen on this mound. 


These bricks were of ancient age. Presently, the 
villagers have deforested the mound to a large 
extent and have used it for cultivation of paddy 
and Rabi crops. 


It is believed that this mound or hilldck is 
Kesharigarh which has lost its existence from the 
surface of the earth. Kesharigarh was 
constructed inside an ambhibious fortress on the 
bank of mythological Koili river. Kesharigarh is 
surrounded by Jamsara village to its east, 
Jamsara Nala (amphibious ditch cum bund) to its 
west, Koili river to its North and wel! spread plain 
ground to its South. It is believed that there was 
a tunnel along the bank of river Koili which was 
extending from Kesharigarh fort upto Jabaghat 
village. The crue! hands of time has burried this 
tunnel. Two huge ponds of rectangular shape 
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having stone steps all around have also lost their 
existence. The stone walls around the fort are 
no more. Local people only remember about 
Rajaghat and Ranighat inside the fort. One can 
see the northern foundation of the fort from the 
river bank of Koili. 


Local villagers say that during rainy season 
some persons have found gold coins and gold 
ornaments from the fort. A statue of a Paika 
Couple made of ivory has been found and kept 
in the nearby musium. 

The historians have so far not couducted any 
research on Kesharigarh; nor any detail 
discussion has ever taken place about 
Kesharigarh. It is hoped that many new facts 
will come to light if ASI undertakes the 
excavation work. 


There were three local states in the Present 
Sundargarh District. These were Gangpur , 
Bonaigarh and Nagara States. Shyamlial Keshari 
was the ruler of these local states 


The elder brother of Lalatendu Keshari 
conquered Bonaigarh and entered into Nagara 
State. He was overwhelmed with the natural 
surroundings like the sacred confluence of river 
‘'Sankh' and 'Koili' and the beauty of the 
landscape. He rested at Jaba Panposh by 
constucting a temporary camp. Subsequently he 
selected an appropriate location and constructed 
a beautiful palace near Jamsara. The fort was 
defended by river Koili to its North and ditch- 
cum-bund on other three sides. The king brought 
Brahmins and Khandayats to his state from 
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various places for his subjects. Queen Savitri 
Sundari used to look after the subjects as if they 
were her own children. 


Twenty two kings of Keshari dynasty ruled 
‘Nagara' from time to time. The state was 
surrounded by Sonua to its east, Sagara to its 
west, Goel Phapsa to its noth and Birtura to its 
south, Goddess Dwarsuni was the diety of the 
main fort. The main diety inside the palace was 
goddess Jhagadeswari. Keshari Kings were 
celebrating Dushera inside the palace with pomp 
and ceremony. The saying goes that by the grace 
of the diety the king made a new musical 
instrument called 'nagara’ It was made out of 
eight metals. A huge nagara was the symbol of 
the state. God Budha bandh used to appear in 
Nagara state to fulfill the wishes of the subjects. 
The Keshari king had constructed a Shiva temple 
at Deogaon. The king of Gangpur state 
worshiped this Shiva Linga and was cured of 
lukederma. He named this Shiva Linga as 
Dhabaleswar. Local people say numerous stories 
about extinction of the Keshari state. These 
stories of course, are hear-say. 


Padma Keshari was the last ruler of 'Nagara' 
State. He had constructed nine palaces for his 
nine queens. The eldest queen Phulmati was a 
devotee of Lord Shiva. She was blessed with a 
male child who was destined to die at young age. 
The astrologer had predicted that when the prince 
will be of 12 years of age he will vanish inside an 
ant-hote. 
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The king on hearing the forecast of the 
astrologer arrested and jailed him. He ordered 
his people to ensure that no ant-hole should be 
seen in and around the palace. The servants 
were vigilant day in and day out. 


But what is lotted can not be blotted: One day 
the prince was playing with marbles with his 
friends. The marbles rolled into an ant-hole. The 
prince tried to remove the marbles from the ant- 
hole by his finger. The hole gradually enlarged 
and the prince entered into the big ant-hole. The 
prince alongwith his friends got lost inside the 
ant-hole. The loss of the prince demoralised the 
king and the queen. The king handed over the 
administration of the state to his minister and 
proceeded on a pilgrimage. The queen 
accompanied the king alongwith a few favourite 
subjects and her patabheli parrot. 


When the king was camping at Taraga near 
Biramitrapur; the parrot escaped from the cage 
and flew into into the Bamboo jungle and did not 
respond to the queen's requests and call to come 
back. The king on his attempt to catch the parrot 
was attacked by a tiger and was killed. The 
queen then sacrified her life by jumping into the 
pyre of the king. 


in foving memory of the queen the minister 
excavated a huge tank and named it 'Rani 
Pokhari'. The tank was mismanaged after teh 
death of the king The minister and the 
Commander-in-chief evolved a method to decide 
as to who will look after the administration on a 
yearly tenure. The method was "a lemon will be 
allowed to roll over a wooden plank and will come 
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to halt pn its own. The name of the person nC: 
on the board where the lemon stops will be 
crowned as the ruler for a year. 


Some say twelve rulers ruled Nagara state by 
this lemon rolling procedure. Others say there 
were sixty rulers who ruled Nagara. Lastly, the 
Patokemangias ablolished this procedure of 
selecting the Chief. 


It was decided that who ever can give seven 
hundred fifty tolas of Gold can be the Chief of 
Nagara State The daughter of Kenjari State , 
Princess Kunjamani purchased the state and 
appointed a Samanta Raja for the administration 
of the state. 


Princess Kunjamani married Prince Chandra 
Bhanu of Gangpur State. She got "Nagara" state 
as the dowry. Nagara was administered by 
Samantas from time to time. {It remained 
neglected gradually. Shiv Narayan Singh, the last 
jamindar of Nagara, shifted the headquarters to 
Kuanrmunda. Slowly the Nagara state got ruined 
by the ravage of nature and time. But till now the 
memory of this famous historical Kesharigarh is 
alive in the minds of the locals.
